MONTGOMERY, July 23,*-Amer- 
ica’s carry-over cotton crop on July 
31 probably will be 6,404,485 bales, 
according to an estimate made today 
by F, W. Gist,-federal and state ag­ 
ricultural 
statistician, based on an 
analysis of the.monthly report of.the 
census bureau on the 
consumption 
and export of cotton for June. 
The 
report showed that the total supply 
for the year, including the carry-over 
of last year, the crop of last year and 
the imports, was 16,983,570. 
This report also showed that the 
total consumed in America from Au 
gust 1, 1920, to June 30, 1921, was 4,- 
477,773, the total exported 5,149,456, 
a total use dof p,627,229, leaving on 
bund June 80, 7^56^41. 
He figured 
that the total cotton to be consumed 
during July will be 9 6 0 ,8 5 6 bales, the 
same as for June, leaving 6,404,485 
bales of actual cotton and not includ­ 
ing linter» which wiil be held at ¿he 
end of July.
